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1 . SYNDICATED COLUMNIST MARY MC GRORY, WRITING IN WASHING- 
TON STAR, SAID RIGHT WING IN U.S., "WHICH IS GEARING UP EOR 
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ALL-OUT WAR ON SALT RATIEICATION," WILL UNDOUBTEDLY USE 
YURI ORLOV CASE AS ANOTHER ARGUMENT "AGAINST SIGNING PACT 
WITH DEVIL. BURDEN WILL BE ON PROPONENTS TO PROVE THAT ALL 
ITEMS COVERED CAN BE VERIFIED BY INSPECTION." MC GRORY 
SAID CONSERVATIVES, SMARTING OVER THEIR PANAMA DEFEAT, "CAN 
ALMOST TASTE VICTORY ON SALT. THEY HAVE MONEY, ORGANIZA- 
TION AND DEMOCRATIC ALLIES." SHE REPORTED THAT HARVARD 
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PROFESSOR EMERITUS GEORGE KISTIAKOWSKY WAS IN WASHINGTON

WITH DETENTE. WE DON'T HAVE TO BE BUDDIES IF WE SIGN SALT. 

THAT IS SEPARATE, COLD-BLOODED CONSIDERATION, WHICH IS IN 
OUR INTEREST.'" MC GRORY SAID SENATORS AND KISTIAKOWSKY 
"AGREED THAT PRESIDENT, WHO EXPRESSED AN INAGURAL GOAL OF 
ELIMINATING NUCLEAR WEAPONS FROM FACE OF EARTH, IS DOING 
LITTLE TO MAKE HIS DREAM COME TRUE. WHITE HOUSE INSIDERS
